On the nomination 
of the political 


bosses of the various counties, the Hit 
being finally approved by the chief 
boss, who in this case would be Senator 
Quay.

competitive examination open to eve'ry- 
one; an examination that determines 
general fitness or special qualification, 
nan there be doubt which is the best 
plan?

non-political ohsraster, where changes 
for political reasons have been rare 
under all administrations. 


Under the oivil service system the 


power of removal is not 
interfered 


with. If Mayor Nesbit has incompetent 
or discourteous clerks in his office be 
can remove them tomorrow. Where the 
shoe pinches is just here: When he 
removes one ot his subordinates—and 
it must be for cause, defined in Presi- 
dent MoKinley's order—he must fill 
the vacancy from the classified list of 
those who have passed the examina- 
tion. 
Hq is debarred from notifying 


Senator Quay there is a vacancy in bis 
office and asking what particular heeler 
or worker he would like to have ap- 
pointed. 
That is what makes Major 


Nesbit so violent in denunciation of 
civil service rules. From all accounts 
his soperiora will keep him in order, 
and if he doesn't like "his job" under 
such condition he can show the courage 
of his convictions by resigning.—Pitts- 
burg Post.
